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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

A. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gyory et al., US No. 3,671 ,048 (Gyory"). Gyory discloses a cassette seal comprising at 
least one dust barrier (21), the barrier consist of a non-woven material impregnated with 
polymer dispersion (Col. 3, lines 5-10 & lines 34-38). 

i. The non-woven material (21 ) is disposed in a sealing manner at a rotating 
surface. The non-woven material is provided with a sealing lip (engaging shaft). 

ii. The non-woven material has an inner edge and an outer edge (Fig. 4). 
Examiner's note: Applicant has not positively claimed the outer and inner rings in 

claim 1 , therefore dependent claims positively reciting outer and inner rings are being 
interpreted as being drawn towards an element that has not been positively claim and is 
given little patentable weight. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

II. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
A. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Friewald US No., 4,746,128 ("Friewald") in view of Gyory. 

i. Freiwald discloses a cassette seal comprising a housing, an inner ring 
including a support ring and an outer ring including a stiffening ring. There is a woven 
material disposed between the support ring and the stiffening ring. The support ring 
comprises a radial flange with the nonwoven material fastened to the flange. 

ii. Freiwald does not disclose the nonwoven material impregnated with 

PTFE. 

iii. Gyory discloses such a nonwoven material in order to insure prolonged 
effective operation (Col. 2, lines 22-25). 

iv. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention to modify Friewald as taught by Gyory in order to insure prolonged 
effective operation (Col. 2, lines 22-25).
